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A weonderfal Clock. 


A clock-manufacturing firm in 
Calcutta, India, has lately com- 
pleted a very ingenious time piece 
in the shape of an eight-day clock, 
which strikes the hours on a large, 
full-toned gong and chimes the 
quarters on eight bells. In connec- 
tion with the clock there is a perpet- 
ual calefiider which gives the correct 
days of all the various months, in- 
cluding the twenty-nine days of 
February in the leap-year. 

There is also a military procession 
worked by the clock, representing 
various branches of the British army, 
consisting of artillery, cavalry and 
infantry, and the staff in review or- 
der. ‘There is also a sentry on duty 
who salutes a drummer, who beats 
the drum, and a bugler who raises 
his bugle to his mouth every few 
minutes. All of these figures are 
arranged at the top of the dial. 

There is alsoa musical instrument, 
which plays while the procession is 
marching in review. 

Near the bottom of the clock is 
placed a military band which is 
concealed by a curtain, and which is 
raised every hour when the music 
is playing and the procession mov- 
ing, and falls again immediately 
after the clock has struck, and re- 
mains drawn until the next hour. 

The case, made of ebonized ma- 
hogany, is about six feet high, three 
feet six inches wide, and two feet 
six inches deep, highly ornamented 
with brass trimmings. The circles 
on the dial to show minutes, hours, 
days of month, etc., are engraved 
and silvered. The center and sides 
of the dial are richly enameled. At 
the sides of the case are massive 
brass ornamental handles and orna- 
mental fret-work. 


A Nevel Stage Jump. 


In a play now running in Boston 
an actor leaps headlong from the 
walls of a prison inte apparent 
water. He actually falls twenty- 
three feet clear in the sight of the 
audience. The device by which he 
escapes injury is ingenious. A can- 
vas cone is fixed under the stage 
with its large end even with the 
stage, which is arranged to represent 
water. The rubber cloth is cut 
across in its center, the cuts reaching 
half way from the center to edge. 
The ring or edge of this circle is hung 
on thick rubber springs. As the 
cone narrows to its apex three other 
rings are disposed at proper inter- 
vals, covered with a netting that 
easily breaks, affording only slight 
resistance. Now, when the head- 
foremost leap is made, the leaper 
covers first twenty-three feet of clear 
space unresisted. He then strikes 

e center of the diaphragm, and the 
rubber cloth, partially giving way, 
still offers some resistance, and, 
clinging around his shoulders, re- 
tards his progress without harming 
him at all. The next, and the 
next, and still the next, or last ring 
in turn offer enongh resistance to 
check the fall, until the apex of the 
cone, by its narrowing, holds the 
diver in a close embrace about the 
shoulders, with his head protruding 
from the opening. Thus far the 
diver has not hurt himself.—|Ex- 
change.

Great excitement prevails in Chi- 
huabua, Mexico, over the alleged 
discovery of two of the seven lost 
Mexican bonanzas, of which Hum- 
boldt and Hamilton speak as hav- 
ing been worked for many years up 
to the middle of the last century. 
The discovery is said to have been 
made by a party of American pros- 
pectors, who went on 4 surveying 
expedition in the interest of a So- 
nora land company, and in an cld 
chapel found several maps and con- 
siderable other data. Dividing 
into four small parties, a thorough 
search was begup, and MclIutyre’s 
party located what is believed to be 
the “‘Layopa”’ silver mine. In the 
midst of thousands of ruined build- 
ings, among which are large 
churches and forts, and within a 
radius of four miles, are 920 work- 
ings and a group of old Spanish fur- 
naces, with tons of slag. A few 
days later Bowers’ party reported 
the discovery of the ‘‘Guayropa,”’ in 
the heart of the Sierra Madre 
mountains. Around it are the 
ruins of 118 arastras. Advices from 
Nogales confirm the reports, and 
state thata great placer field has 
been located where the Jesuits of 
over a hundred years ago found fors 
tunes for the church. A _ rush 
thither is now ip order.

The Distribution of Arms. 
WASHINGTON, April 28. 
An Act passed by the last Congress 
increasing the annual appropriation 
for supplying armsand equipments to 
the militia provides that the distribu- 
tion to the Territories and the District 
of Columbia shall be made under such 
regulations and in such proportions as 


the President may prescribe. Accord- 
ingly the President has issued the fol- 
lowing regulations governing the sub- 
ject: 

‘ First—Each Territory shall, if in- 
cluded within the provisions of said 
act, annually receive arms, ordnance 
stores, Quartermasters stores, and 
camp equipage,equivalent to the quota 
of the State having the least represen- 
tation in Congress, and the District of 
Columbia shall annually receive arms 
ordnance stores, quarte: masters stores 
and camp equipage net exseeding 
double the quota ofthe State having 
the least representation in Congress. 

Second — Arms, ordnance sores, 
quartermaster stores and camp equip- 
age shall be issued to the Territories 
on the requisitions of the Governors 
thereof, and to the District of Colum- 
bia on requisitions approved br the 
senior General of the District militia 
present for duty. Returns shal! be 
made annually by the senior Gen- 
eral of the District militia in the man- 
neras required by sections 3 and 4 of 
the Act above referred to in the case of 
States and Territories. 

Third—It is forbidden to make is- 
sues to States and Territories in excess 
of the amount to their credit, uoder 
the provisions of section 1161 of the Re- 
vised Statates, as amended by the 
above Act.
